THE SWISS FRIENDS OF THE ARMENIANS 


As partner of the Armenian Apostolic Church and 
of the Union of Armenian Evangelical Churches in the 
Near East, the Swiss Friends of the Armenians spon- 
sor The Institute for Armenian Blind and Deaf, The 
Home for Old People and Widows, and the Social Hous- 
ing Project. 

The Institute consists of a home for blind resi- 
dents; of workshops, whereblind and otherwise handi- 
capped workers earn their income by producing bas- 
kets, chairs, brushes; and of a school with classes 
for blind, mentally retarded, deafand hard-of-hearing 
children. Over 80 handicapped Armenians live in the 
Institute and about 40 come daily from outside for 
work, training and schooling. 

The residents of the Home consist of 90 elderly 
mothers and widows with children, who have nowhere 
to go. They find shelter in 14 small houses. They 
enjoy much privacy and, by helping others, are glad 
to remain useful members of their community. 

In close connection with the work in the Home 
there is a program of assistance to families, school 
children, needy and sick persons, directed by the 
same worker who is responsible for the Old People's 
Home. 

The Swiss Friends have been charged with the 
execution of a social housing project by the United 
Nations High Commissioner for Refugees which acts 
as trustee of two sponsoring organizations, the Howard 
Karagheusian Commemorative Corporation and the 
Calouste Gulbenkian Foundation. The aim of the pro- 

ject is to contribute to the efforts of clearing the slums 
as well as to the provision of healthier and better 
housing for needy families still living in sub-standard 
quarters around Beirut.

REPORT FROM THE INTER—DENOMINATIONAL 
SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Mrs. Hasmig (Donabedian) Collier, with 8 or 9 
volunteer teachers of vital Christian experience, per- 
form S.S. and D.V.B.S. work in numerous areas in 
Lebanon. These volunteer teachers hold classes two 
to three times a week in various premises rented for 
the purpose, using flannelgraph, verse memorizing, 
hymn singing, drawing, painting, and handicraft as 
methods to make the Bible and its truths come alive. 


Ninety-nine percent of the children who are evan- 
gelized are of the orthodox and catholic traditions -- 
both Armenians andArabs. Mrs. Collier writes: "As 
our work is conducted mostly among slum areas we 
request the prayers of all believers for these classes 
which are really afternoon Bible Schools. We also 
extend our evangelization to Armenian girls divorced 
from Mosiem husbands and who are no longer ac- 
cepted in Christianfamilies. Weurge youto give your 
God-directed gift towards this precious work which 
keeps growing all the time." 


Mrs. Collier and her volunteer workers reach 
about 600 childrenduring the year. Most of them come 
to the saving knowledge of Christ and demonstrate 
changed conduct even though they are young. A fifteen- 
year old, on being touched by the truths of the Gospel, 
confessed that he had been stealing from a nearby 
shop. Afterwards, he went to the shopkeeper and con- 
fessed his sin. The shopkeeper was so impressed by 
the change in the life of this teenager that he forgave 
him. Another teenager, only fifteen, confessed that 
he would gamble away his pocket money then proceed 
to steal from his father's purse. He, too, touched by 
the truths of the Gospel, confessed his sin to his 
father. The latter went to the evangelists of the inter- 
denominational Sunday Schools to congratulate them 
on their evangelization work and to thank them. Many, 
many other parents have expressed their gratitude and 
asked the volunteer workers to conduct these classes 
regularly and the year round. 


Mrs. Collier concludes her report in these words: 
"If we want to have honest citizens in our countries, 
and fill our churches within ten years, we must evan- 
gelize the children and teenagers. We urge all be- 
lievers to pray for this work. Pray for the teachers, 
too, as they need strength to continue this precious 
work here. "

Children Intent on Learning About God 


REPORT FROM OUR EDUCATIONAL MISSIONARY 
IN IRAN 


In a short time of about six months since her 
establishment in Teheran, Miss Mahshigian, our edu- 
cational missionary to Iran, has organized two Sunday 
Schools, two Christian Endeavor groups, a Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible School in Narmek, and a Conference at the 
Summer Camp at Baghbesharet at the foot of mountains 
outside of Teheran. 

In Narmek, where about 30,000 Armenians live, 
she holds Sunday School in a small rented room. At- 
tendance has doubled to 40. Due to lack of space some 
have been turned away. One little girl, persisting 
tearfully, pleaded: "Please, let me in. Icanstand 
in acorner and give you no trouble. "' At the Daily Va- 
cation Bible School at Gohar Mesrobian, more than 60 
children have registered with 20 of them coming from 
the poor quarter of Mejidieh from far away. An ap- 
preciative girl has testified: 'We enjoy the school 
verymuch. Canyoucontinue for some more weeks?" 

Miss Mahshigian says her work is growing daily. 
She is experiencing great inconveniences in travel and 
feels a car would be a God-sent. She concludes her 
report to the AMAA office with these words: "I give 
thanks to God for using a weak and unworthy servant 
like me for the spreading of the Gospel in Teheran, 
Please remember me in your prayers so that I may 
endeavor to win young people to the cause of Christ, " 

Her own words and request speak more eloquently 
than the AMAA could speak. Let us stand by her!

PAUL C. MANOOGIAN FUND AUGMENTED TO $20, 000 


Mr. Paul C. Manoogian, born October 14, 1889 
in Kharpet, and who had a ten thousand dollar fund 
with the A.M. A.A. established on the occasion of the 
40th Anniversary has augmented it to $20,000 during 
the present 50th Anniversary Campaign. 

Mr. Manoogian's love for Armenians and his 
desire to serve them through this stewardly concern 
is related to the suffering he has seen in the world. 


. His mother, one sister, andone brother were massa- 


cred by the Turks. The brother, who was hanged, was 
physician Bedros Manoogian (also knownas Dr, Banni). 
As this useful man was being hanged onthe gallows he 
said, "You are hanging our twenties now, but twenty 
thousands will rise to take our revenge." But, threats 
have not straightened out the attitude of Turkey. The 
only hope left is that the love of God may bring them 
to the acknowledgement of guilt and confession. 

Paul, the youngest of 14 children, of whom five 
girls and three boys live, was married on December 
30th, 1919 to Araxie Michaelian. She died in 1924 and 
Mr. Manoogian was re-marriedonFeb. 19th, 1949 to 
Paylatzou Jinivisian, graduate of the Nursing School 
of the American University of Beirut and director for 
nine years of the Armenian National Sanatorium in 
Lebanon, Mr. Manoogianwas blessed with one daugh- 
ter from his former marriage, Gladys (Manoogian) 
Shegoyan, who lives in San Francisco at the present 
with her two lovely childrenand family --Shirleen and 
Jimi Paul, husband Ardsron, and her mother-in-law. 


Paul C. Manoogian 


A good patriot, Paul C. Manoogian has always 
been involved in Armenian national life -- particulary 
in its benevolent aspects. He recently erected a me- 
morial to the Unknown Armenian Martyr at the endowed 
Ararat Cemetery in Fresno. The monument is over 
the remains of an Armenian who died long ago and 
whose bones were brought by the late Rev. M.G. 
Papazian from Der-Zor in Syria in 1930. The memo- 
rial, donated by Paul C. Manoogian on April 24, 1968 
in Memory of his martyred mother, sister and brother 
Dr. Banni has the following words: "Here lie the re- 
mains of an unknown Armenian martyred by the Turks 
with Million and a half others (1915 - 1918).'"' The 
Pe ene te topped with a khach-kar which was given 
to Mr. Paulc, Manoogian by Catholicos Vasken I when 
Mr. Manoogian visited Armenia. The Catholicos 
Vasken's words of blessing have also beenencased on 
me Same monument. On May 30th of each year a re- 
ligious service is performed at the foot of the monu- 
aN and the words of blessing by the Catholicos is 

Mr. Manoogian came to the United States in 1909 
and worked in a shoe factory in Brockton, Massachu- 


setts for five years and then moved to Fresno in 1914 
where he started his farming business and later on 
engaged in commerce. At the present he supervises 
his apartments. 


Peter — Paul Manoogian 
School of Tripoli 


Mr. Manoogian is a supporter of both the AGBU 
and the AMAA. In the formative years. of the AGBU 
in 1912, he started a chapter in Brockton. He was 
also a member of the San Joachin Valley Committee 
of the Armenian Missionary Association of America, 
and at the present isa member of the 50th Anniversary 
Campaign Committee in the same area. He was, in 
addition, the founder of the Fresno Chapter of the 
Armenian National Sanatorium and has been its sec- 
retary for 24 years, namely from its inception in 1947 
to the present. 

Member of the Pilgrim Armenian Congregational 
Church of Fresno since 1916, Mr. Manoogian-has also 
engaged in literary work and is the author of Dzaghge- 
pounch published in 1954. The book contains articles 


and poems on love of country and love of God. The 


tragedies depicted in the book demonstrate the faith 
and courage of the Armenian people. In his church 
life, Pual C. Manoogian was also engaged in creating 
organizations such as the Christain Endeavor Society 
and the Men's Brotherhood, and he was the chairman 
of the latter for a long time. 

An orphan from early life, Mr. Paul C. Manoogian 
used his loneliness and disadvantages as a ladder to 
climb to success. His father having died at the age of 
fifty, when Paul was a child and could not remember 
him, he vowed, when he himself reached the age of 
fifty, to establish a $50, 000 fund to be used for church, 
benevolent and child education purposes. It is this 
fund that is being perpetuated, so that with other dona- 
tions he has made he will have fulfilled his vow of 
$50, 000. 

At the moment Mr. Paul C. Manoogian supports 
the Armenian Evangelical School in Tripoli, Lebanon 
which is known as ''Peter-Paul Manoogian School, "' 
In 1961 he contributed $2, 000 forthe renovation of the 
school and since then hasbeen contributing $500 annu-
